and finely-developed Maryland ryes. The apparatus 
designed to effect this purpose has been erected by 
this firm at a large expense ; the receiving cisterns or 
vats holding forty-five thousand gallons of whisky. 
It is in these vats that the blending is done, there be- 
ing eight in number. The whisky in each vat is sub- 








to ten thousand revolutions in ten hours. It
